Up Fight for 
Ontario Sewers 


Residents of J street, from 
Campus avenue and Rcsewood 
Court to Fourth street, refused to 
give up when their project to get 
sewers installed in their co“.mun- 
ity had to be abandoned a month 


ago. 
The project failed because an 
insufficient number of the resi- 


dents would agree to pay the neces- 
sary percentage ot estimated 
costs. At a meeting of the On- 
tario City Council, held last night, 
the proposed sewer construction 
plan was revived when a repre- 
sentative member of the residents’ 
group brought a deposit of $434.73, 
a list of home owners who 
to reopening the project. 

Still questionable are the deeds 
to some easements required by the 
city, which would shorten the 
sewer route to 2,480 feet. With- 
out the needed easements, approxi- 
mately 3.700 feet of sewer pipe 
would be required, City Manager 
Harold J. Martin revealed. 

Route of Sewers 

If easements are granted, the 

sewer route would run from Horch 


ana 


istreet, east to Wing and south 


to Wilt and Campus, then north 
on Wing to Wynn, west to Mon- 
terey and three blocks west of 
Monterey. 

Without easements, the route 
‘would run below the main streets 
from Horch on J street to Cam- 
}pus avenue, across Wing and 
Wynn, then west across Rosewood 
Court and along Fourth street 
from four blocks west of Monte- 
rey, to Campus. 

The council decided to author- 
ize the clerk to advertise for bids 
returnable July 5, provided the 
full amount of the deposit is made 
by the end of thi: week.
